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SENATORS ORDER 


NO NEW FOREIGN 
ADD PROJECTS NOW 


MSA Head Told to Hold 
Up on Any Industrial 
Programs Until Con- 
gress Provides Specific 
Funds. 


WASHINGTON, June 6 (AP)— 
The Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee today ordered Mutual Se- 
curity Director Harold E. Stassen 
not to start any new aid programs 
until congress has provided spe- 
cific. funds for them. 

In a letter to Stdssen, Chair- 
man Bridges (Rep), New Hamp- 
shire, said the committee believes 
there is “serious question as to 
the soundness” of trying to spur 
industrial development in foreign 
nations. 

“At the request of the com- 
mittee you are hereby advised 
that no further expenses are to 
be incurred or commitments 
made in connection with this pro- 
gram or any other new program, 
until specific appropriations are 
made for such purposes,” Bridges 
wrote, ; 


Private Investments 

Earjier.today a House subcom- 
mittee reported that eight Gov- 
ernment agenciés had failed to 
stimulate needed private Ameri- 
can investments in Europe and 
Asia, and termed some of their 
efforts “disappointing.” 

The Foreign Affairs subcom-

“The order specifically contem- 
plated an extension of the pro- 
gram to include the Far East, 
Africa, Turkey and -certain parts 
of Europe,” the senator said. 

Bridges said the program had 
been expanded to include an 
evaluation of basic resources in 
foreign countries, “to be accom- 
panied by aeria) surveys, instru- 
mentation, plus follow-up ground 
work, selected area drilling and 
material testing.” 

“Would Require Years.” 

Such surveys in Italy and the 
Phillippines “would require years 
and involve ah indefinite amount 
of money,” he said, adding: 

“The hope has been expressed 
that if MSA should finance the 
early stages of the surveys, which 
might require from one to three 
years, the participating countries 
might then recognize the benefits 
and continue the surveys at their 
own expense.” 

However, he said there had 
been “no concrete achievements 
to date” from staff work est- 
imiated to cost $100,000 this year. 

Bridges said there is evidence 
that the program duplicates work 
by other federal agencies. 

“The real issue in this presen- 
tation is whether the industrial 
development program of MSA 
falls within the objectives of for- 
eign aid which is now based upon 
defense rather than general eco- 
nomie assistance,” Bridges said. 
“If it does not, should it have 
the use of funds appropriated for 
MSA? This calls for an early 
answer as expenditures are con- 
tinuing and new commitments are 
being made.”

In a smashing attack Saturday, 
between 750 and 1000 North Ko- 
reans overran three South Korean 
outposts ahead of the main line.

Two-Pronged Attacks. 
The Reds drove more than a 
quarter mile deep into Allied ter- 
ri in a two-pronged attack in 
which they hit at points about 
500 yards apart.

CALIFORNIAN STARTS

SAN MATEO, Calif., June 6

fly across the country to Goose 
Bay, Labrador.

It is believed his will be the 
smallest plane ever to attempt the 
Atlantic crossing.

CZECHS BOOST INCOME TAX

VIENNA, June 6 (UP)—Com- 
munist Czechoslovakia has im- 
posed a 100 per cent income tax 
increase on unmarried persons 
and childless couples, it was dis- 
closed today.

This announcement came hard 
on the heels of another deal with 
Red China for 130,000 tons of coal 
from Chinwangtao. In exchange 
the Japanese are sending the 
Reds spinning and weaving ma- 
chines for the Chinese textile in- 
dustry. 

Kiyohide Okano, Japan’s min- 
ister of international trade and 
industry, told a press conference 
Saturday that.the government of 
Prime ister Shigeru Yoshida 
is negotiating with the Allies to 
relax restrictions on Japan’s trade 
— Red China as much as pos- 
sible. ' 

Presently, the Yoshida govern- 
ment has agreed to the export 
of ay non-strategic goods to the 
Reds. 

The unrecognized Soviet trade 
mission in Japan also has ap- 
proached private companies with 
offers to sell 500,000 to 600,000 
tons of crude oil at. prices well 
under United States and British. 
prices. 

The Russian oil deal, offered 
in May, was reported about 30 
per cent lower than British or 
United States offers and involved 
low haulage costs from 
island.

THE MECHANISM for insuring 
competent surgery has been explained to the 
Post-Dispatch by Dr. Paul R. Hawley, direc- 
tor of the College of Surgeons, and Dr. Edwin 
L. Crosby, director of the Joint Commission, 
at the Chicago headquarters of the two or- 
ganizations, The College of Surgeons accred- 
ited the nation’s hospitals for many years and 
turned over the task to the Joint Commission 


last September. 
Dr, Hawley’s outspoken attack on unethical 
practices last February aroused the ire of 
doctors, who felt that the good name of 


Hawley should not have washed dirty linen 
so publicly. | 

“We realize that the large proportion of 
surgeons are honest and capable men,” Dr. 
Hawley told the Post-Dispatch, “But even 
One unnecessary operation is too many. 

“If the great majority in the profession 
were not honest people, it would be futile 
te try te de anything about those whe are 
not. Dishonest practices could never be 
epposed successfully without the support 
of the great majority ef doctors.” 

Dr. Hawley was asked to describe the bad 
practices he had mentioned and tell exactly 
what was being done to combat them. 

“There has been tremendous progress in 
raising the level of surgery, but there remain 
two weak spots—the unethical surgeon and 
the man who does surgery without proper 
training,” he said. 

As for unethical surgery, Dr. Hawley lists 
three main categories: 

1. Fee splitting—generally a kickback by 
the specialist (in this case the surgeon) to 
the family doctor who referred him. the case. 

When a physician knows he can get a 
kickback from a certain surgeon, the physi- 
cian immediately has an inducement to select 
that surgeon, an inducement that may con- 
flict with the obligation to do what is best 
for the patient. 

2. “Ghest surgtry”—in which the patient 
is led to believe the family doctor will per- 
form the operation, but it actually is done 
by a surgeon who steps in when the patient 
already is under the anesthetic. The family 
doctor bills the patient and secretly pays the 
surgeon a percentage of the fee. 

Here again, the element of special induce- 
ment appears. The is inclined to 
take his trade to the surgeon who charges 


plumber’s helper, making no pre-operative 
examination of his own. As Dr. Hawley puts 
it, “He accepts the diagnosis and cuts where 
he is told to cut.” 

A flagrant case of ghost surgery was de- 
acribed recently by a young surgeon looking 
around for a place to practice. His disillu- 
sioned letter to his former professor of sur- 
gery was quoted by Dr. Hawley: 

“TI visited my friends in Kansas, Oklahoma, 
Texas and Arkansas. I visited them to find 
out the possibility of doing their surgery if 
I started up in their town. All said sure— 
for 50 per cent of the fee.

Spectacular figures on the unnecessary re- 
moval of the uterus were presented last 
January in the Journal of the American Med- 
ical Association by Dr. James C, Doyle, Uni- 
versity of Southern California gynecologist. 
After a study of the clinical records of 6248 


concluded that only 61 per cent “seemed jus- 
tified” and that 39- per cent “may be crit- 
icized.” Among the women from whom 
healthy wombs were removed there were 99 
in the chief child-bearing age bracket, 20 
to 39 years. 

Needless surgery represents, of course, a 
needless expense to the patient, Another re- 
sult that is rarely mentioned but can be ‘much.

It is the delay between order 
and delivery that is called lead 
time, which results in a cafry-. 
over of appropriations. For ex- | 
ample, if for fiscal year 1953, 
Congress ap riated a billion 
dollars to enable the Air Force 
to buy 100 B-52 bombers, delivery 
would not be commenced until 
fiscal year 1956.

Funds appropriated for the pro- 
curement of military hard goods 
can be carried over for three 
years in recognition of the neces- 
sary lead time. After this period 
the authorization lapses and a 
reappropriation is required. 
Because part of the appropria- 
tion is spent in the fiscal year in 
which appropriated, and part is 
carried forward to be spent later, 
appropriations and expenditures 
g any fiscal year are not the 
same. The military appropriation 
for 1954 récommended by _ the 
Administration is $36,100,000,000 
while expenditures are estimated 
to be $43,200,000,000. This is a 
reversal of the first two years of 
the military build up when appro- 
priations were much larger than 


. }expenditures. 


Appropriations. 


The difference between appro- 
priations and expenditures makes 
it necessary to provide Congress, 
in effect, with two budgets—an 
appropriations budget and an esti- 
mate of expenditures. The esti- 
mate of expenditures is needed by 
the Treasury to plan 

and taxes. 

Due to the large carryover it 
is almost impossible to control 
expenditures. As was shown 
previously, this could require 
wasteful cancellation of contracts 
to keep within a definite ceiling. 
It was in recognition of this fact 
that the Secretary of Defense re- 
scinded initial orders limiting ex- 
penditures to a fixed sum and 
advised the Air Force that the 
total was flexible. 

Military expenditures during 
the past year were several billions 
ler: than estimated dué to steel 
and aluminum strikes and tool 
and material shortages. It is quite 
possible that expenditures will ex- 
ceed estimates in fiscal year 1954, 
if no serious strikes or materials 
shortages occur. 

In discussing funds and appro- 
priations, it should not be thought 
that an appropriation sets aside 
so many billions of dollars in a 
Treasury vault, which the spend- 
ing agency can.use at will. It is 
an authorization to spend or to 
contract for future expenditures. 
The Treasury makes the money 
available from time to time in ac-

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Over Boxing’s Future. | 


HERE was a meeting of the 

National Boxing Associa- 

tion Executive Committee 
at Milwaukee recently and the 
minutes of that gathering do 
not paint a pretty picture either 
as to the fyture of the N.B.A, 
or the boxing game. 

Televisidn naturally came in 
for the largest part of the dis- 
cussion and the N.B.A, thinking 
is that boxing cannot survive 
under the present conditions. 

It is — out that TV in 
giving shows is keeping 
people away from live shows, 
freezing out the small clubs and 
drying up the revenues of the 
various commissions, 


“And the commissions are 
blamed whenever anything is 
wrong with a TV program,” the 
report states, 

A committee of the Associa- 
tion was appointed, with Com- 
missioner Abe Greene as chair- 
man, to confer with television 
executives to discuss ways and 
means of keeping boxing alive 
by keeping the N.B.A, alive. 


Most of the clerical work at 
N.B.A, headquarters is answer- 
ing letters following TV shows, 
explaining scoring systems, etc. 

And about scoring ‘systems 
the N.B.A, is trying to work out 
a uniform system. There are 
now 13 of them in use in the 
country, nine of which have 
governed bouts which have been 
on television. 

Most localities use the N.B.A. 
system of 10 points per round, 
divided as the officials see fit. 
(This is the system in use here). 

The N.B.A. has stated be- 
fore that scoring should be on 
the same scale nationally but 
the organization realizes the 

. difficulties in the way of adopt- 
ing a gode to which all the 
states would subscribe. 

The N.B.A. announced that 
it would not recognize the 
Archie Moore-Joe Maxim bout, 
June 24 at Ogden, Utah, as a 
championship affair unless each 
agrees, in advance of the fight, 
in event of victory to meet Hal 
Johnson within 90 days of the 
contest for the title. 

The Association also asked 
the Governor of Utah, which 
has no commission, to appoint 
an authority to advise the

‘10 seconds flat. 

Vernon McGrew, the Fort Leon- 
ard Wood soldier who won the 
high jump with a leap of 6 ft. 
7 in., is a former Rice Institute 
athlete. He took first in the high 


ference meet in 1948 and 1949, 
and was a member of the United 
States Olympic team.

As one drives the easy grade of 
the present modern highway, it 
is hard to realize that less than 
40 years ago there was nothing 
but dense wilderness where the 
trail now winds up Cold River 
Valley, and the road between 
Charlemont and North Adams 
was the remnant of old Hoosac 
road, that hair-raising stagecoach 
route over which six-horse coaches 
made their way 100 years ago. ’ 

True, there had been other 


roads—roads~ so hazardous that 
oxen were killed by the dozens 


wthorne traveled on his visit to 
North Adams in 1838. 
Hoosac Tunnel, 

The Heosac. Tunnel, completed 
in 1876 at’a cost of $20,000,000 
and nearly 200 lives, méant easy 
transportation between Charle- 
mont and North Adams, but it 
didn't offer the cular scen- 
ery now seen onthe drive over 
Whitcomb , highest point 
on the trail, which the trains 
of the Boston and Maine so far 
below look like toy “engines about 
to enter the tunnel. 

The present Mohawk Trail, 
opened in 1915, is‘the connecting 
highway link between Boston and 
northern Berkshires, the shortest 
route to the coast and by far the 
most scenic. From the top of 
Taconic Trail the roa@ drops grad- 
ually down into Williamstown, 
home of Williams College, then 
ascends in easy grades up out of 
North Adams around famous 
Hairpin Turn to the top of the 
Forbidden mountain with its two 
spectacular summits and the quiet 
valley between. 

To the west Mount Greylock 
stands - over beautiful 
Hoosac Valley, and far to the 
east Monadnock rears its ruggéd 
head. To the north lie the Ver- 
mont hills. 

Near Whitcomb summit one 
passes over the top of Hoosac 
Tunnel, one of the longest tunnels 
in the world, and here a dirt 
road leads off to Raycroft Look- 
out with its sheer thousand-foot 
drop to the Deerfiel 


Minute Men. 


The descent on the eastern

Operation Using Arterial 


Graft Technique Re- 


ducing Amputations by 
One-Third.

WITH THE UNITED STATES 
FIRST MARINE DIVISION IN 
KOREA, June 6 (AP)—A boyish- 
looking Navy surgeon, using a 
spectacular new operation to re- 
duce ampétations by two-thirds, 


has made front line medical his- 
tory with the Marines. ' 

Scores of Leathernecks are 
walking again, using arms and 
hands normally, who might other- 
wise be experimenting with arti- 
ficial limbs. Lt. Frank C. Spencer, 
27 years old, of Haskell, Tex., is 
credited with saving them through 
use of arterial graft surgery. A 
severed blood vessel is repaired by 
sewing a piece of undamaged ar- 
tery to each end of the damaged 
blood vessel. These come from 
“artery banks” — stocked from 
limbs so badly mangled amputa- 
tion was essential. 

Spencer does other life-saving 
jobs just as well. In a dramatic 
case a few weeks ago, he saved 
the life of a Korean sergeant by 

massaging his heart, after it 
peer beating for 90 seconds. 

Spencer, whose close-cropped 
crew haircut makes him look even 
younger than his years, performed 
more than 80 arterial graft opera- 
tions with the First Marines. The 
division was recently withdrawn 
to the rear after 33 months of 
front-line duty. In more than 65 
cases the arm or leg of the 
wounded man has been saved. 

Gives Helicepter Credit. 

His fame has spread all across 

the front, but he modestly credits 


colleagues and the s evacua- 
tion of wounded by copter to 
frontline cremiters with his suc- 


cess, 

Spencer is chief surgeon of 
Easy Medical Company of the 
First Marine Division. It is one of 
three outfits manned by 
Navy doctors and enlisted corps- 
men on the Marine sector, 

The arterial repair operation is 
new to the Korean war. It was 
started last August. 

Some sources estimate that one- 
third of all amputations in World 
War II resulted from inability to 
repair blood vessels of wounded 
men at or near the front. 

In the past four years, Spencer 
said, the arterial graft program 
was developed in the United States 
largely to save so-called blue- 
babies. He worked under Dr. Al- | 
fred Blalock at Johns Hopkins 
University, a pioneer in blue-baby | 
technique. 

Here, in Spencer’s words, is a 
description of the operation:

. “When an artery is wounded, 
the missile destroys a section of 
it. What is needed is a tube to re- 
connect the two ends—to bridge 
the gap resulting from damage to 
the vessel, 

“The arterial grafts are sewed 
in place with very small stitches 
so that the connection will be 
water-tight to let the blood pass 
through. The operation § takes 
from two to four hours.”

The Army is undertaking a sim- 
ilar arterial graft program in Ko- 
rea under the direction of Col. 
Carl W. Hughes, blood vessel con- 
sultant at Walter Reed Hospital, 
Washington. 

Spencer said the operation has 
to be performed within six to 
eight hours after injury to be suc- 
cessful. That’s why he maintains 
evacuation of the wounded by 
helicopter “really deserves the 
credit.”

OSQUITOES are not only irritating 

and annoying; some of them are 

a menace to human health and 
among the leading insect carriers of 


disease. They not only breed in water, 


but great numbers can breed in an ex- 
tremely small amount of water, foul or 
clean, and the voracious pests are 
found in all parts of the world except 


the polar regions. eir bloodsucking 
attacks not merely discourage lesser in- 


dividual activities, but hamper indus- 
trial and agricultural developments in 
many areas. As carriers malaria, 
encephalitis (sleeping sickness), yellow 
fever, dengue and filariasis, they have 
caused epidemics, cost untold lives. 

In 1933 and in 1937 epidemics of 
the so-called St. Louis type of enceph- 
alitis struck St. Louis and St. Louis 
County.

The program is di- 
rected Jean J. Schueneman, chief of 
the Health Department Sanitation and 
Rat Control section, with Lawrence E. 
Ottersbach and Walter C. Graef as full- 
time mosquito-control sanitarians. 

Prior to 1952 the St. Louis Health 
Department carried on less extensive 
control activities. Control programs 
have been under way in some of the 
other municipalities a number of 
years, as part of their health depart- 
ment operations.

MERCURY, Nevada. 

DROVE ouT of Las Vegas one evening a 
couple of weeks ago.

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HEY WE ALSO learned how to protect jet 
pilots and planes which have to fly in 
and around atomic clouds. (And they’ve 
learned that “hot” dust is whooshed 
through a jet engine too quickly to damage it.) 

Again,- that’s only part of the heretofore 

untold Radsafe story. Radsafe is an astound- 
ing operation itself. The man in direct charge 
is lanky, straight-as-an-arrow Lieut. Col. Tom 
D. Collison. 
. Radsafe, he explains, is divided-into three 
parts: “on-site,” “off-site,” and airborne. 
Generally, its job is to find out how “hot” 
things are after an atomic blast. 

Let’s take a look at what Radsafe does— 
through the eyes of an on-site “monitor.” 

Baby-faced, shy Lieut. Raymond S. Landon, 
Jr., 23, of Binghamton, N. Y.,(see picture) pulls 
his goggles down over his eyes a few minutes 
before the blast. He wears the goggles—plus a 
homemade “man from Mars” outfit to protect 
him from “hot” dust. 

Suddenly, after the “shot,” he leaps into a 
truck and starts rolling toward the invisible 
gamma ray radiation. 

Overhead, planes roar toward the blooming 
mushroom cloud. The jets whine up high, but 
a little helicopter putt-putts just a few feet 
over the ground, so close it seems you could 
reach out and touch it. (A radio-controlled 
pilotiess “drone” crashed in one test.) 


The Team Worked 


UT BEYOND the test site itself, Radsafe 

men (unseen by Lieut. Landon) wait 
. to take precise readings on radioactive 
stuff that falls out of the air. 

Meanwhile, Lieut. Landon, moving in closer 
to “ground zero,” works feverishly reading his 
instruments. The dials tell him just how“hot” 
the area is. 
> He may stay in the radioactive “sea” just 
a few minutes. He may stay longer. It all 
depends on how big a dose of radioactivity he 
himself is getting. 

As he reads the dials, the numbers are 
radioed to a central control point. The report 
is fast. It may be only a few words. 

Lieut. Landon hops out of the truck at cer- 
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tain predetermined points, takes a reading, 
shouts the number and hops back in the truck. 

Sometimes these on-site monitors go in as 
close as a few hundred yards from ground 
zero. They start from a few miles out. 

If things get too hot, (they can tell by 
special “dosimeters” they carry) they’re sup- 
posed to roar out of the area in high gear. And 
a good many have. 

In a recent test, Corsbie himself went in 
with on-site monitors to inspect a house which 
had been “clobbered” by the shot. He.read his 
dosimeter and discovered he’d better get out 
in a hurry. So he did. (Like other on-site Rad- 
safe men, Corsbie needed a couple of showers 
to decontaminate himself. His clothes, of 
course, had to be washed, thoroughly.) 

No Radsafe men, on-site, off-site or in the 
air, have ever got a dangerous dose—but one 
man had so much hot dust in his eyebrows 
he had to have them shaved off! 

And no one within a 200-mile radius of the 
test site, Radsafe’s “jurisdiction,” has ever got 
a harmful dose.

They smuggle 
CIGARETTES!

TANGIER, North Africa. 


ons OF Europeans, during the 
recent years of war and occu- 
pation, have acquired a taste for 


American cigarettes. But their 
various governments have profitable 
tobacco monopolies and impose prohibi- 
tive excise taxes on imported brands. 

As a result, approximately 30 million 
dollars’ worth of U. 8S. cigarettes will be 
smuggled this year into Italy, France and 


This huge and highly organized busi- 
ness, in which Americans play an impor- 
tant part, has attracted some of the most 
energetic and resourceful badmen of 
three continents. In Smugglers’ Triangle 


—as the Western Mediterranean between ~ 


the ports of Tangier, Genoa and Mar- 
seilles is known—gun battles on the high 
seas, piracy, murder and every kind of

EADQUARTERS Of the smuggling op- 
eration is the International Port 
of Tangier, strategically located on 

the shore of North Africa 20 miles across 

the Strait of Gibraltar from Spain. 

Now ruled by an inefficient com- 
bination of eight nations, including the 
United States, Tangier harbors one of the 
greatest concentrations of wanted crim- 
inals in the world. Its small port is 
crowded with sleek, fast boats flying Brit- 
ish, American, Dutch and other flags. 
This is the Tangier smuggling fleet, avail- 
able for anything if the price is right. 

Not far from Tangier’s waterfront in 
modern office buildings are the luxurious 


' offices of the members of the unofficial 


but tightly organized cigarette smugglers’ 
association.

Two big firms control the field. One of 
them may buy as many as five thousand 
cases of cigarettes in New York and re- 
sell them to brokers for export. 

Since all exports of American goods 
from Tangier must be approved by the 
U. 8. Consulate General, the broker pre- 
sents a manifest which is accurate 
enough except that the destination — 
usually stated as Israel, Egypt or Turkey 
— is fictitious. But since cigarettes are not 
rated strategic materials, it is not the 
Consulate’s business to check on where 
they are actually going. 

Each “broker” has his smuggler captain 
or group of captains, crusty salts of every 
nationality. 

Behind the violent captains and their 
crews are the shrewd brains of the Tan- 
gier brokers. The operation of one Rome 
distributor is typical. 

“Fishing boats” meet his runners off 
the Italian 12-mile limit and transport 
the contraband to a beach not far from 
Rome. There, it is transferred to trucks, 
farm carts or automobiles. These usually 
have ingeniously constructed hiding 
places under floor-boards, fake gas tanks 
and hollow tops.

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His picture and fingerprints were sent 
to police headquarters in Rome where 
Dr. Giuseppe Dosi, Italy’s great detective 
chief, identified them as belonging to 
Albert Gerin, murderer, wanted by the 
French authorities. Extradited to France, 
Gerin is again in jail for life. 

The economics of smuggling American 
cigarettes into France and Italy allows 
attractive profits at all levels. The orig- 
inal importer in Tangier pays a wholesale 
price of about 10 cents a pack. After 
passing through the hands of the broker, 
and the distributor ashore, the retailer 
Sells the package for 40 cents. The official 
price is 60 cents. 

The efficient, but hopelessly under- 
staffed, Guardia di Finanza in Ftaly (and 
its French counterpart) has a hard war 
to fight. It’s hard for 20 coast guard cut- 
ters to patrol a 2000-mile coastline. 

On shore, the revenue agent is ham- 
strung by inadequate facilities and leni- 
ent courts. He operates in a small slow 
car against runners who drive Cadillacs, 
and he may not use firearms unless his 
life is directly threatened. 

A smuggler when caught rarely gets 
more than a few months in jail. Some 
30,000 illegal cigarette dealers of various 
echelons were arrested last year, and 134 
tons of cigarettes were confiscated. But 
even that seems to have made little im- 
pression on the industry.

American leader of the hijackers 
calmly, “and we'll shoot you all.” 

For 11 days, Captain van Delft and his 
men suffered in their foul cell while 
the hijacker sold and delivered the ciga- 
rettes as though they and the ship were 
his. On the 12th day, the pirates vanished 
with the proceeds. 

Members of the fraternity were highly 
incensed. All pertinent information was 
promptly communicated to the authori- 
ties. The pirate chief is now a fugitive. 

During recent months the whole busi- 
ness has been changing. Both the smug- 
glers and the customs authorities are 
streamlining their organization, and 
their procedures are becoming more and 
more violent. The Guardia di Finanza is 
putting helicopters into service, and the 
French government is commissioning 
fast heavily armed new cutters. 

There is also increasing sentiment 
among legislators in Rome and Paris in 
favor of cutting the price of the govern- 
ment-sold American cigarettes. The en- 
tire cigarette running industry contem- 
plates this possibility with horror. 

“So many people will be put out of 
work,” one member of the fraternity said 
to me sadly. “It’s a pity.” »

Suddenly, all three boys seemed to 
lose their footing.

Horror-stricken, the father swam 
toward them. He could grasp only two 
of them. His son, aged 8, was swept 
out of reach. His body was never found. 

How could tragedy suddenly strike 
on a sunny, carefree, gently shelving 
beach? 

To Dr. Francis P. Shepard, one of 
the nation’s No. 1 authorities on how 
water behaves, the answer is simple: 

The boy was a victim of a rip current 
—the mystery-killer of many lake and 
ocean beaches. | 

Dr. Shepard, professor of submarine 


geology at the famous Scripps Institu- 
tion of Oceanography of the University 
of California at La Jolla near here, 
tells this story as an illustration. : 

“All too often,” he says, “swimmers 
think they’re safe in shallow water. 
They wade along, and suddenly they 
step into a rip channel. They're swept 
out before they know it. 

“That’s what happened to those 
boys.” 
» To Dr. Shepard, the rip current is 
a far greater danger than “undertow.” 
Scientists doubt that undertow really 
exists on most beaches. Even on steep 


beaches where tests show some under- . 


water “pull,” it’s no real hazard. 

» Dr. Shepard and his associates at 

Scripps have taken real pains to find 

out just what a rip current is, however. 
They’ve watched weighted bottles in 

the water. They’ve poured bright dyes 

into the water and watched them 


Spread, and they’ve charted move-__ 


ments of ingenious “cross current” 
buoys used to measure currents in 
deeper water. 

From this, they’ve found how to 
recognize rip currents before you step 
into them—and how to get out before 
you get swept into deep water (see box, 
right). 


Rip Current Clues 


F THAT father had noticed how 
rapidly bubbles were surging along 
on top of the water, he might have 

hesitated before going in,” Dr. Shepard 
says. “Then, if he had waded along 
the shore and noticed irregular holes 
in the bottom, he would have had sure 
signs of a rip current.” 

There are other signs, too. Surf run- 
ning at right angles to the shore is a 
danger clue. 

Where are rip currents most hazar- 
dous? At ocean beaches, or course—and 
especially on gentle, sloping beaches 
where the combers break way out. 

You'll find them in lakes ware 
wind kicks up surf. 

Special warning: if you see sandspits 
and jetties sticking into the sea, keep 
away. They often cause rip currents 
on nearby beaches.
